They are East Cam- 
bridge, Marblehead, Neponset, Union, 
Church St., Central, Worthen St., Winthrop, 
Boston St., Maple ‘St, South St., Ipswich, 
Medford, Topsfield, Trinity, Cambridgeport, 
Walnut St., Winthrop St., Bromfield St., 
Dorchester St., St. Paul, Centenary, High- 
lands, Riverdale, Saugus, Rockport, Grove- 
land, North Andover, Gloucester. Several 
of these cities are occupied by other church 
homes of the district. 


Maplewood House, Sunnyside, erected in 
the early seventies, represents Malden. 

Malden Centre Church, near the corner 
of Sunnyside, was taken down a few years 
ago, those who came preferring to occupy 
cottages.

Places of Interest in Salem. 


Essex INSTITUTE, 132-134 Essex street, 
large and interesting collection of historical 
objects in west hall and library embracing 
wide variety of books, manuscripts, etc., in 
east hall. 

Praspopy Museum, 161 Essex street, an 
unique collection of interesting articles from 
many lands, and the famous marine room in 
which are gathered relics illustrating the 
days of Salem’s commercial glory. 

Op First MEETING Hous, built in 1634, 
now preserved by the Essex Institute in rear 
of Plummer Hall. Roger Williams was set- 
tled over the First Church twice between 
1631 and 1635. The celebrated Hugh Peters 
and John Higginson also preached in this 
building. 

PLUMMER HALL, 134 Essex street. Pres- 
cott, the historian, was bornin a house which 
stood on this spot. The house was built 
by Nathan Reed, M. C., who invented and 
sailed a steamboat before Fulton. 

CapDET ARMORY, 136 Essex street. For- 
merly residence of Colonel Francis Peabody. 
On this spot stood the house of Emanuel 
Downing and of Governor Bradstreet. 

HaAwTHORNE’S BIRTHPLACE, 27 Union st. 
He was born here July 4, 1804. 

Custom House, Derby street, where Haw- 
thorne began his * Scarlet Letter.”” The 
desk upon which he wrote is in the Essex 
Insitute. 

TuRNER House, 54 Turner street, built 
about 1662-7 and a favorite haunt of Haw- 
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thorne. This is called the ‘ House of Seven 
Gables.” 

WASHINGTON SQuaRE [Salem Common], 
showing style of houses built early in this 
century. 

BIRTHPLACE OF NATHANIEL BOWDITCH, 
rear 14 Brown street. 

Court Housss, in Federal street, where 
the witchcraft records are to be seen, and 
many portraits, including Hunt’s famous 
portrait of chief Justice Shaw. Law 
Library. 

GaLtows HItt, rear of Boston street. The 
scene of nineteen witchcraft executions in 
1692. 

Rocer WiiutaMs House, corner of Essex 
and North streets—the latter was originally 
called in deeds, ‘‘ Mr. Williams’ lane.”’ This | 
house was built in 1634, and was occupied 
by Judge Corwin at the time of the Salem 
witchcraft. Sometimes called “ Old Witch 
House.”

He leaves a wife and two sons, F, L, and J. M. 
Struthers, two brothers, Alexander and Robert, and 
one sister, Mary A. Struthers. 

Funeral services were held at his late residence, 
Saturday, Jan. 25, at 2P.M. The services were 
conducted by Rev. Jos. M. Sheplar, pastor of South 
Street M. E. Church. A quartette, composed of Miss 
Isabella D, Bee, soprano; Miss Annie G. Bailey, con- 
tralto-; Everett L. Lewis, tenor; John T, Van Blarcom, 
bass, sang, ‘* There is never a day so dreary,’’ ‘* Go 
bury thy sorrow,’’ and ‘‘Abide with me.’’

The First American Flag. 


Before the battle of Lexington, there was 
confusion in the Continental army because 
each colony had a different flag. Congress 
appointed a committee to design a new flag, 
and their labors developed one known as the 
Cambridge flag, because it was raised at 
Washington’s headquarters at Cambridge, 
Mass. (January 1, 1776). It differed from 
our present flag only in the field, which bore 
the British “‘ Union Jack.” The people re- 
jected it and demanded a distinctive em- 


\blem, free from suggestion of the British. 


May 26, 1776, General Washington, Rob- 
ert Morris and George Ross met in Phila- 
delphia and took the matter under considera- 
tion. Calling at the house of John Han- 
cock, president of Congress, they secured 
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some red, white and blue bunting, which 
they took to the nearby home of Betsy Ross, 
a niece of George Ross, at 239 Arch Street, 
where Washington showed her his design, 
which was the Cambridge flag, with the field 
changed to solid blue, bearing thirteen white 
stars in a circle. 

“ Can you make it?” asked Washington. 

“T can try,” said Betsy. 

Three days after the committee returned, 
and the fair revolutionist delighted them with 
the first view of that flag now so loved at 
home and respected the world around. 

Betsy Ross’s husband was killed in battle 
six months before she made the flag, and it 
was no less her own ardent patriotism than 
her skill as a needlewoman that attracted 
General Washington to her. By general 
consent she continued to make the flags of 
the new republic for many years. 

In 1898 the Betsy Ross Association was 
formed, which now numbers 950,000 persons 
The association bought the house in which 
the first flag was made, and fitted it for the 
reception of patriotic sight-seers. The build- 
ing will soon pass to the control of the 
United States, when the adjoining properties 
will be bought and a small park formed 
around the quaint little structure, to pre- 
serve it from fire or accident. 

The materials of which the house was 
built, three centuries ago, were brought from 
England by William Penn; and a most in- 
teresting fact is that the exact dimensions 
of the house are 17 x 76—a prophetic mea- 
surement, truly! for the house was built 
many years before 1776, the year of the 
Declaration of Independence. 


The Blood Market in Lynn Gutted by 
Fire. 


Thursday evening, April 30, a disastrous 
fire totally destroyed the original J. B. Blood 
Company Market, entailing a loss estimated 
at $75,000. A strong easterly wind was 
blowing at the time. 


The firemen of Lynn were called upon to | 


show their metal in a fierce fight with a fire 
that destroyed the three-story wooden and 
brick building, at the corner of Summer and 
Pleasant streets, Lynn. By great effort it 
was cciifined to the first building attacked. 
The insurance was $150,000, through the 
offices of ‘Thomas P. Knight. Cause un- 
known. The fire wall stopped the fire from 


entering the new addition to the market. J. | 


B. Blood Co. sent a $100 check to firemen. 
The fire burned from 7 p. m. until 6 a. m. 

Night watchman William H. Goodwin has 
no idea how it originated. The usual pre- 
cautions against fire had been taken earlier 
in the evening and he declares there were no 
stoves or lighted gas jets to start such a 
blaze. As soon as he saw the whole top of 
the building was on fire he shut off as many 
of the ammonia valves as he could until the 
flames and heat and smoke forced him out 
of the building. He went over the whole 
building at 6 o’clock and all was well. 

Capt. William F. Welsh and Driver Walter 
F. Marten of Chemical 1 with Patrolman 


John Connelly of the Fire and Police Noti- 
fication Bureau, forced an entrance at the 
rear and worked heroically to close the big 
iron fire doors between the old building and 
the brick addition. They stuck to their task 
until the doors had been securely fastened, 
and the close proximity of the rapidly- 
spreading flames forced them to flee for their 
lives. Charles Meader and Herbert Ruby, 
drivers, closed the heavy fire proof door that 
divides the two Summer street stores; they 
thought the fire started in the store room on 
the third story. Fred Wilson, who had 
charge of the fish department, and Clinton 
|Chapman did all they could to save the 
‘building. There were 8,000 pounds of lob- 
_sters or four tons ready for unloading, and 
Wilson and Chapman were at the rear of the 
building unloading a dozen crates of live 
|lobsters when the fire broke out. 
_ The entire Lynn fire department assisted 
by companies from Swampscott and Saugus 
'were needed to combat the fierce blaze, 
| which refused to die without putting up a 
| stubborn resistance. 
| Mayor Hurley of Salem offered the use 
of the Salem department, but the fire had 
been gotten under control and their services 
were not needed. He went to Lynn and 
| watched the local department work. 
| The reflection of the fire was seen in Hay- 
-erhill, Wakefield, Malden and other places. 
On Wheeler street, Connery’s coal office 
served as a safe place for the children to 
watch the fire. They were perched upon 
the ridge pole and cheered the brave efforts 
of the firemen. Summer, Pleasant and State 
streets were blocked by the crowds. ‘The 
Father Matthew building and Kirtland 
House veranda were good places to view the 
fire and were filled by the people anxious to 
view the fire. 

Several houses on Church street caught 
fire, but the blaze was extinguished. On 
Summer street the Sherry house and the Hil- 
ton house caught but the fire was quickly put 
out. 

The rain, which poured in torrents later 
‘in the evening, proved a blessing to the res- 
idents of the threatened section.

The Beginning of Moving Pictures. 


Sir John Herschel, after dinner in 1826, 
asked his friend Charles Babbage how he 
would show both sides of a shilling at once. 
Babbage replied by taking a shilling from 
his pocket and holding it before a mirror. 
This did not satisfy Sir John, who set the 
shilling spinning upon the dinner table, at 
the same time pointing out that if the eye is 
placed on a level with the rotating coin both 
sidés can be seen at once. Babbage was so 
struck by the experiment that the next day 
he described it to a friend, Dr. Fitton, who 
immediately made a working model. On one 
side of a dish was drawn a bird, on the other 
side an empty bird cage, when the card was 
revolved on a silk thread the bird appeared 
to be in the cage. 

This model showed the persistence of 
vision upon which all moving pictures depend 
for their effect. The eye retains the image 
of the object seen for a fraction of a 
second after the object has been removed. 
This model was called the thaumotrope. 


Next came the zoetrope, or wheel of life, 
a cylinder perforated with a series of slots 
and within the cylinder was placed a band 
of drawings of dancing men. On the appa- 
ratus being slowly rotated, the figures seen 
through the slots appeared to be in motion.

Tales of Old Cheshire. 


The old town of Cheshire, Mass. was the 
subject of several good stories told here 
today by Representative Lawrence and 
Senator George Z. Dean of Cheshire, who 
The 
stories never failed to cause laughter 
among the hearers of the two Massachusetts 
men. 

“Old Cheshire was settled by English 
from the British county of the same name,’’ 
said Mr. Dean. 
pation of dairying with them to this country 
and for many years Cheshire cheese made 


|in Massachusetts was quite as famous as the 


celebrated product of the same name man- 
ufactured in England. 

“The people of my town were great ad- 
mirers of Thomas Jefferson, and when the 
father of the democracy was elected Presi- 
dent they decided to make him the greatest 
cheese that ever was made. Accordingly 
they put aside one day’s milking. Then the 
populace assembled, dressed in their best 
clothes. The ceremonies were opened with 
prayer and hymns. The milk was placed 
in a huge cider press and converted into a 
cheese weighing 1600 pounds. ‘This was 
loaded on a sled and was driven to Washing- 
ton by Elder Leland, a noted local charac- 
ter. The trip took three weeks. The cheese 
was presented to the President, who was 
very grateful for it. What became of it Ido 
not know, but I own a part of the apparatus 
that was used in making it.”’ 

“Tt is said,” remarked Representative 
Lawrence, ‘‘that Jefferson ate the cheese, 
which would account for the rarebit dreams 
which our friends, the democrats, have had 
ever since then.” 

Referring to the fact that Cheshire sup- 
ported Jefferson so loyally, Mr. Lawrence re- 
called the fact that for many years the vote 
of the town was unanimous against candidates 
of the old federal party. 

“The people had become so accustomed 
to casting a unanimous vote for the demo- 
cratic party, which was then called repub- 
lican,”’ said Mr. Lawrence, “ that when after 
many years one whig vote was counted at 
an election, the officials solemnly decided 
that there must have been a mistake, and 
threw out that vote. At the next election, 
however, one man announced that he was 
going to vote the whig ticket. His ballot 
was counted accordingly, and for a long 


/time the vote of the town stood 180 to tr. 


Then the lonesome whig was joined by an- 
other and for years the town reported 180 
votes for the Jefferson party against two for 
the whigs. Now Cheshire usually goes re- 
publican by about 25 votes.’’— Boston paper, 
correspondence from Washington, Jan, 12.

A narrative of the strange adventures 
and signal deliverance of Phillip Ashton, of 
Marblehead, who was taken by pirates June 
15, 1722, and detained in their services 
against his will for nearly nine months, ap- 
peared in the Sunday edition of a Boston 
paper recently. Ashton, according to the 
narrative, has Robinson Crusoe “skun a 
mile’, as he had adventures with trouble- 
some insects, resembling the gnat, which 
were even more vexatious than the mosquito. 
The narrative relates how he escaped from 
the pirates onto a desolate island, where he 
lived alone for about 16 months. The pam- 
phlet containing this interesting informa- 
tion was printed in Boston by Samuel Ger- 
ish in 1725, and is now in the possession of 
Capt. Daniel S. Lamson of Wexon, Mass. 
The story has just come to light among some 
forgotten papers. Interest in the story be- 
gins in Marblehead and ends on the lone 
island of Rostan, in the gulf of Honduras, 
Central America. Ashton was brought home 
ina brig from Salem, Captain Dover com- 
manding, and arrived in Salem harbor, on 
Saturday evening, May 1, 1775, nearly three 
years after his capture by pirates. He went 
that same evening to his father’s house in 
Marblehead, and was received by them as one 
coming from the dead, with all the surprise 
and joy imaginable.

lands, Riverdale, Saugus, Rockport, Grove- 
land, North Andover, Gloucester. Several 
of these cities are occupied by other church 
homes of the district. 


Maplewood House, Sunnyside, erected in 
the early seventies, represents Malden. 

Malden Centre Church, near the corner 
of Sunnyside, was taken down a few years 
ago, those who came preferring to occupy 
cottages.

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General Conference at Baltimore. 


The 25th session of the General Confer- 
ence of the M. E. church convened in Lyric 
Hall, Baltimore, Maryland, Wednesday, 
May 6, and closed June 3. 

As early as Saturday, May 2, the delegates 
began to arrive. 

Wednesday, although stormy, Lyric Hall 
was filled with eager delegates and specta- 
tors. The services opened at 10 a. m. The 


main floor was reserved for the delegates | 


whose seats were assigned by lot Tuesday. 
The rear of the hall was free. Around the 

. galleries were hung flags of all nations, while 
over the centre of the proscenium arch hung 
a great banner with a snow white cross em- 
blazoned upon its surface. 

The Bishops and invited guests filed on 
the platform, and a few minutes were spent 
in introductions a little before the hour for 
the calling of the Conference to order. 

Precisely at 10 a.m. Bishop Henry W. 
Warren advanced to the desk and rapped 
for order. Bishop Bowman, being the senior 
bishop, would have been called to open the 
Conference, but was not able to attend, so 
Bishop Warren took his place. After allud- 
ing to the ecumenical character of the Con- 
ference, “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ 
Name” was sung by 2500 persons present, 
representatives of “every kindred, every 
tribe,” from the uttérmost parts of the earth, 
and the men who have told them the story 
of salvation, This was followed by the 
Apostles’ Creed; Bishop John H. Vincent 
led in prayer; Psalm Ixxii was read by 
Bishop James M. Thoburn, missionary bish- 
op of India; the Gloria was sung by the 
Conference; Rev. K.S. Janssen of Stock- 
holm, Sweden, read the Scriptures; then 
“‘ Faith of Our Fathers’’ was sung, followed 
by prayer by Bishop J. C. Hartzell of Africa, 
after which Dr. W. H. Lowry of Pekin, 
China, announced the 208th hymn, which 
was sung. 

Rey. J. B. Hingeley, secretary of last con- 
ference, then called the roll of the Conference. 
The names of the six deceased bishops were 
called first, the Conference standing. Seven- 
teen hundred and seventeen delegates were 
present and responded to their names. 

The election of Dr. J. B. Hingeley as 
secretary and the appointment of his nine- 
teen assistants completed the organization 
of Conference. 

Thursday, May 13, Bishop Warren sub- 
mitted a telegram from the city of Denver, 
inviting the General Conference of 1912 to 
meet in that city. It was referred to the 
Book Committee. 


Forty-two articles were acted upon and 
we publish a few of them, regretting exceed- 
ingly that our limited space will not allow 
of the whole report of the doings of the Gen- 
eral Conference. 

Following are nineteen of the articles 
acted upon which may prove of interest to 
our readers : 

It refused to reunite the work of Home 
and Foreign Missions into one board. 


It heard elaborate and thrilling representa- 
tions of our foreign mission fields from Mis- 
sionary Bishops Hartzell, Scott, Harris, and 
Oldham, and Bishops Cranston, Bashford, 
Burt, Neely and Moore. 

It elected eight new general superintend- 
ents ; Bishops W. F. Anderson, John L. Nuel- 
son, W. A. Quayle, Charles W. Smith, E. H. 
Hughes, W. S. Lewis, Robert McIntyre, F. 
M. Bristol. 

It chose editors for the Review, the Ad- 
vocates, the Epworth Herald, and our Sunday | 
school literature. | 

It authorized the incorporation of the two 
Book Concerns—at New York and at Cin- | 
cinnati—into one, and elected four publish- 
ing agents—Rev. Drs: Homer Eaton, Geo. 
P. Mains and Henry C. Jennings, and Mr.) 
E. R. Graham. 

It inaugurated the passage of a constitu- 
tional amendment providing that the General | 
Conference shall convene on the “first secular 
day of May,’’ instead of the first Wednesday. 

It evinced intense and exuberant interest | 
in various questions pertaining to temperance 
and prohibition, sent an embassy of twenty- 
five to wait on Speaker Cannon with regard 
to legislation pending in the House, pro- 
tested with immediate results against re- es- 
tablishing canteens in Soldier’s Homes, and 
adopted an elaborate report, under Governor 
Hanly’s splendid leadership, dealing with 
salient issues as to temperance and _ prohibi- 
tion, in which the Anti-Salcon League was 
heartily approved. 

It did not take any action on 4248 of the 
Discipline, leaving the matter with the com- 
mittee on the State of the Church. 

It heard fraternal delegates from the Brit- 
ish Wesleyans, the Canadian Methodists, 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, the 
Evangelical Association, the three leading 
colored Methodist denominations, the Pres- 
byterians, the Methodist church of Japan, 
and other communions. 

It granted James M. Thoburn, Missionary 
Bishop of India and Malaysia, retirement at 
his own request, after nearly fifty years of 
phenomenal service, amid scenes of tumultu- 
ous appreciation. 

It held a notable memorial servicein honor 
of the deceased worthies—Bishops Merrill, 
Andrews, Fowler, Joyce, Fitzgerald, and 
McCabe. ; 

It voted approval of Senator Foraker’s 
bill for the abolition of the free entry of opi- 
um into Hawaii. 

It changed the time-honored term “ pre- 
siding elder’’ into “ district superintendent.”’ 

It inaugurated a movement, backed by 
eminent laymen, urging and _ suggesting 
means for advancing the standard of minis- 
terial support. 

It exscinded the words “six months’ from 
the disciplinary provisions concerning per- 
sons on probation, leaving the probationary 
period, whether long or short, to be decided 
by the pastor and the official board. 

It refused to authorize ‘ sponsors’’ to act 
in place of parents or guardians in the bap- 
tism of children. 


It called upon the State and National 
Governments to forbid saloons from territory 
within two miles from any army post. 

It constituted the Book Committee a com- 
mission to fix the place for the next General 
Conference. 

When the Conference had transacted all 
the business that was brought before it, Bishop 
Hamilton invited the senior effective Bishop, 
H. W. Warren, to take charge and conduct 
the closing exercises. Bishop Warren made 
a brief address, in which he congratulated 
the Conference on the great amount of 
work it had accomplished, and stated that 
the influences of the session of the general 
body of the church at Baltimore would be felt 
many years after the men who took part in 
the Conference were forgotten. Then Bishop 
Bristol came forward and led in prayer, the 
benediction was pronounced, and the General 
Conference of 1908 had passed into history.

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Origin of Memorial Day.

In 1868, General Logan directed the ob- 
servance of May 30 as a Memorial Day, and 
the national encampment, on his recom- 
mendation, incorporated the same in its or 
ganic law, making the observance of that 
day general and binding on the organization. 

At first this met with considerable opposi- 
tion and unfavorable criticism on the part of 
those outside of the order as threatening 
a revival of sectional animosities which should 
be buried forever, but the results have justi- 
fied the wisdom of the action; there having 
been no personal hatred to the Confederate 
soldier, even in the field. The ceremony 
was intended to honor the Union dead and 
to teach the rising generation lessonsof patri- 
otism, and not to stir up strife between the 
victor and vanquished. All adverse criti- 
cisms have forever been silenced as years 
went by. 

Several of the States have made Memorial 
Day a legal holiday and throughout the 
country its public observance attracts general 
attention and respect.

The eight new bishops appointed by the 
General Conference in Baltimore were :— 

WitiiaM F. ANDERSON of the New York 
Conference, 48 years of age, a graduate of 
Ohio Wesleyan and Drew Theological Semi- 
nary, of Lrish- English-German stock. 

Joun Louis NUELSEN, bishop-elect, is 41 
years old. His father, Rev. Henry Nuelsen, 
still living in St. Louis, was sent to Germany 
a half century ago to plant the Wesleyan 
form of religion in that country. 

Wn. A. Quayle, pastor of St. James 
Church, Chicago, and one of its most noted 
preachers. He is of Manx ancestry, was 
born in Kansas, and graduated from Baker 
University in that State. 

CHARLES W. SMITH is 68 years of age, son 
of a Methodist minister; has been four 
years presiding elder; in 1884 elected ed- 
itor of the Pittsburg Christian Advocate, and 
re-elected each quadrennium since that 
time; a delegate to eight General Confer- 
ences; a representative of Methodism at 
the Ecumenical Conference at Washington 
in 1891, and in London in rgor. 

Witson S. Lewis, established and built up 
Morningside College, Sioux City, Iowa. Dr.

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Chain Bridge 


The chain bridge at Newburyport, which | 
is 100 years old has been found unsafe for | 
our present heavy travel and at the meeting | 
held in the State House, Boston, April 23, 
it was thought that to repair the present 
structure by installing steel stiffening braces | 
on both rvadways and replacing the wood- | 
en bridge with a steel viaduct would cost ap- 
proximately $22,000. 

Removing the old structure and replacing 
with a steel span and steel viaduct on the 
southerly approach, would cost approximate- 
ly $32,000. 

To make a solid fill in place of steel via- 
duct add $6,000 to either sum. 

At the State House, Boston, May 19, the 
committee on roads and bridges voted to 
“rebuild or reconstruct the Chain bridge or 
to construct a new bridge with suitable ap- 
proaches.” 

The expense to be incurred, was to be not 
more than $40,000, “ in addi.ion to the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of the present structure.” 
The greater portion is added to the bill by 
the commiitee. 

The measure will now go to the committee 
on counties. 

State House, Boston, June 1. 

The Newburyport chain bridge is to be 
given a third reading by the committee on 
bills. It will be read very carefully and may 
be changed somewhat to avoid the offering 
of amendments by Representative George H. | 
Newhall of Lynn, who holds the view that | 


the bill in its present form is not carefully | 
drawn and that it will be a question how to | 
interpret its provision later if it should be | 
exacted. He is in hopes that the committee 


on third reading can so re-word it to make 
the points clear and thus make it unneces- 
sary for him to offer amendments on the 
floor of the house. | 


The Merrimac river chain bridge bill 
amended by the Committee on Bills in third 
reading agreeably to the suggestions made 
by Representative Geo. H. Newhall of Lynn, 
was passed to be engrossed Friday, June 5. 
The changes in the bill provide that the 
County Commissioners are authorized and 
directed to repair or reconstruct (only) the 
chain bridge over the Merrimac river, between 
the city of Newburyport and Deer Island in 
the town of Amesbury, at an expense not ex- 
ceeding $40,000; the words “ in addition to 
the proceeds from the sale of the present 
structure’ are stricken out. The Citizen’s 
Electric Street Railway Company shall pay 
into the treasury of the county a sum equal 
to ro per cent. of the expenses, not to ex- 
ceed $4000. The city of Newburyport and 
such towns as are benefitted shall pay 45 per 
cent. of the expense of repairing and recon- 
structing the bridge. That is, the street 
railway Company pays Io per cent. the city 
45 per cent. and the towns 45 per cent. of 
the expense of the repairing. 


Fire at Old Orchard. 


At 2 P. M., Tuesday, April 21, a fire 
broke out on the hill near the Methodist 
church, Old Orchard, and burned two 
houses. A strong westerly wind threatened 
that portion of the town which escaped the 
conflagration last autumn. Help arrived 
from Biddeford in time to control the fire. 
The loss was about $4000.

“ Tmportant though the Methodist Church is 
in many lands, there is none in which it has 
played so great and peculiar a part as here 
in the United States. Its history is indissol- 
ubly interwoven with the history of our 
country for the six score years since the con- 
stitutional convention made us really a na- 
tion.”’— Boston Traveller. 
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An Eloquent Discourse Entitled 
“Vital Union with Christ.” 


BRooKLyn, N. Y.—The Rev. C. D. Case, 
Ph. D., pastor of the First Baptist Church, 
Montclair, N. J., preached the following bril- 
liant sermon, which he entitled ‘ Vital Union 
with Christ.” The text was chosen from 
Galatians ii: 20: ‘‘ I am crucified with Christ 
and I no longer live, but Christ liveth in me, 
and the life which I now live I live by faith 
in the Son of God who loved me and gave 
Himself to die for me.’’ Dr. Case said: 

How closely can two people, heart to 
heart, be together? There is always the veil 
of the flesh between. All we can do is to 
interpret looks, words, and sometimes our 
judgment is wrong even on those nearest to 
us. We all walk a solitary way. Few reach 
that beautiful companionship represented by 
Browning in “ By the Fireside” : 


“ When, if I but think deep enough, 

You are wont to answer, prompt as rhyme ; 
And you, too, find without rebuff 

Response your soul seeks many a time, 
Piercing its fine flesh stuff.’’ 


Then it is that Christ Himself comes close 
than breathing, nearer than hands and feet, 
comes into the innermost recesses of our na- 

‘ture for sympathy and communion with the 
human heart. 

Christ within us is also the source of 
power. Christ does not give us power by 
making mere machines of us. We are the 
clay in the potter’s hands, but we are some- 
thing more. God does not want us to be 
slaves, but freemen ; not subjects, but sons. 

An equally false way of considering the 
help that we receive from God is that we 
are to do all that we can with our natural 
or redeemed powers, and then let God do 
the rest. So the longer we live, the stronger 
we are and the less we need God’s interposi- 
tion. Every time God helps us, we are less 
of a man or woman, and the stronger we 
grow, the more independent, and the less we 
need faith. The end of it all would be ab- 
solute independence of God. Surely, this is 
not God’s idea. 

The true way of looking upon our relation 
to Christ is that His presence within our 
heart by faith gives us energy to achieve, not 
by enslaving, but by enfranchising the will, 
invigorating it, energizing it, vitalizing it, un- 
til with Augustine we can say: ‘We will, 
but God works the willing, we work, but God 
works the working.” 

Philippians, 2: 12,13, has often been mis- 
understood. It says: ‘ Work out your own 
salvation with fear and trembling. For it is 
God which worketh in you, both to will and 
do of His good pleasure.”” To “ work out” 
does not mean to work into outward expres- 
sion what God puts within us, but as it liter- 
ally means, to “achieve’’ for salvation is an 
achievement as well as being at the same 
time a gift. Nor does it mean that we are 
to work in Paul’s absence. The possibility 
of working out our salvation, rests upon the 
fact that God is within, so that we can will 


and do of His good pleasure. Thus, will is 
not an instrument which we can turn from 
side to side, and which when necessary God 
can use; it is ourselves acting. That which 
'God does is not our act unless God works 
throughour wills. 


The possibilities of such an empowered 
life are divine. We need not be perfection- 
ists and still believe as we ought that Christ’s 
grace is sufficient for us. Many pretend to 
believe it, and do not live it. They worry, 
they fret, they give up. The most of us 
seem to think that the normal Christian life 
is to rise and fall like the tides. Yet Paul 
says: “There hath no temptation befallen 
you but such as is common to man; but God 
is faithful, who will not suffer you to be 
tempted above that ye are able; but will 
with the temptation also make a way of es- 
cape, that ye may be able to bear it.” 

Christ within also makes all living sacred. 
We have made sad divisions among objects. 
We have divided space into holy and unholy, 
and declared that God could be found only 
in certain places, which had been consecra- 
ted. We have divided time into holy and 
secular, declaring that we would serve God 
on the Sabbath and conduct our business and 
amusements as we pleased the rest of the 
week. We have divided money into two 
parts. We have said that the giving of the 
one-tenth, or the one-twentieth to God, 
justified us in the claim of unlimited freedom 
in the disposition of the rest. We have 
divided up persons, and puta certain class 
of people called priests, ministers, mission- 
aries, upon pedestals, declaring that the 
standard of conduct for them differed from 
the standard for others, and that their work 
was especially religious. 

All wrong. All space is holy, and the 
green grass may be the chancel carpet and 
the trees the massive pillars and the sky the 
dome, if below there is a heart praying in 
spirit and truth. All time is sacred. The 
Monday should be as much devoted to God’s 
service as Sunday, and the office and the 
store should be as much shrines of devotion 
as the closet. All money is sacred, and the 
money spent upon the necessaries of life, 
upon business and pleasure should be spent 
with equal consciousness as upon the church. 
All Christians have Christ within them, and 
they should aim to objectify His life. There 
is nothing we need today quite as much as 
the Christianization of the secular life. 

Then at last the Christ within is the source 
of final holiness. Christ at last is to present 
us holy and unblamable, and irreprovable in 
His sight. 

Sin does two things for us, separates us 
from God and distorts our nature. When 
we are forgiven we are restored to the divine 
fellowship. But what about the effects of 
sin upon our nature? See the scars upon 
the tree and what the life of the tree does 
for it. Listen to what Paul says: “Iam 
perplexed until Cnrist be formed within you.” 
As Christ had His Bethlehem, His Nazareth, 
His Olivet, so does He again in His reincar- 
nation have His Bethlehem, His Nazareth, 


His Olivet. Who knows why one plant 
grows into the geranium, and the other into 
the rose ? The type is something more than 
the ideal presented for the imitation of the 
plant. It is an informing life. 

I think it was the last thing that Dr. A. S. 
Gumbert wrote for the Examiner: ‘‘ Among 
the Dutch the rose was sometimes cultivated 
by planting an inferior rose close to a rose of 
superior variety. The rose of inferior quality 
was carefully watched and anthers removed 
to avoid self-pollenization ; the object being 
that it should be pollenized by the superior 
rose. Gradually the rose thus treated took 
upon itself the characteristics of the superior 
life ot its companion.” So our lives are pol- 
lenized as it were by His righteousness. 

Thus Christ within becomes to us the 
source of divine companionship, of power for 
achievement, of the exaltation of conduct, of 
final holiness. He who wishes to plant hope 
within his own heart of such prospects, should 
begin and never cease exercising faith in Him 
who loved us and gave Himself to die for us 
—FEast Boston Argus—Advocate.

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Early [Money in Massachusetts. 


' Early settlers brought over very little real 
money. Many of them had spent most of 
their wealth for their passage and their out- 
fit for the new country. Rich ones among 
them could bring over but little hard cash, 
for currency was scarce in the mother coun- 
try, and there were no banks in the new 
land to accept letters of credit. 

But the settlers got along very well with- 
out ready money for a while. There were 
no stores at which to spend money. Every- 
body was willing to trade. The general court 
leased Noddles island to Samuel Maverick 
for a fat hog, a fat wether, or 40 shillings 
every year. If a farmer wished an ax, he 
traded corn, wheat or lumber for it. A 
“ taylor ’’ was paid for “ mending blankets, 
beaver 1-2 pd.’ Skins were used so much 
in place of money that the general court en- 
deavored to regulate their price. 

Traders exchanged manufactured goods, 
and, sad to say, whiskey, muskets, powder 
and ball, with the Indians for skins. The 
skins were sent to England traded for manu- 
factured goods. The white men began to 
use wampum, the currency of the Indians, 
among themselves. Musket balls passed as 
farthings. Cattle, fish, lumber and farm 
products were commonly bartered. 

As settlers multiplied and trade increased, 
the demand for money grew. Along in 1650 
most everybody was talking of the need of a 
new currency system. In 1652 the general 
court undertook’to remedy the troublesome 
money situation by establishing a mint house 
at Boston, with Capt. John Hull as mint} 
master. Capt. Hull was to receive for his 
services one of every 20 pieces that he| 
coined. He was an able and successful 
merchant of Boston. His contract with the 
general court was exceedingly profitable to 
him, though there is no knowing today if he 
framed it. 

Capt. Hull started to mint money in 1652. 
He had dies made by that most useful citi- 
zen of colonial times, Joseph Jenks, master 
of the iron works at Saugus. He bought all 
the old silver he could get. He gathered 
silver from the mines of the Antilles, tainted 
by bloodshed by buccineers of the Spanish 
main, old sword hilts that had served with 
honor in many a stirring English battle, and 
buttons, buckles and pins, all of silver, that 
had adorned many a graceful belle or beau, 
tankards that had graced many a feast, and 
Other articles. These he turned into his 
melting pots, and melted off both their sins 
and their virtues, and cast them out new and 
shiny shillings. 

One of every 20 coins cast the mint mas-

Was Martin Luther’s Chair. 


What is said to have been at one time the 
favorite chair of Martin Luther was loaned to 
Dr. Torrey for his personal use while con- 
ducting revival meetings in London, Eng- 
land.

In 1523 Luther married Katherine von Bora 
of Saxony, into whose family twenty-two 
years later a member of the Aurauner family 
married. Martin Luther presented the 
chair to the newly married couple as a wed- 
ding gift. ‘That was about one year before 
his own death. The chair has ever since re- 
mained in the possession of the Aurauner 
family as a cherished heirloom. From Mme. 
Aurauner, who died at Triuchtlingen, Bava- 
ria, it passed to her niece, Mrs. Cruickshank, 
living in London. It' was she who loaned it 
to Dr. Torrey.—Zachange.

The Sword of Bunker Hill 


‘And while the glorious battle raged 
It lightened freedom’s will, 

For, boy, the God of freedom blessed 
The sword of Bunker Hill.” 


Stripped of ornaments, black with age, 
the most illustrious relic of the revolution 
hangs in the dining room of Dr. J. C. 
Warren’s house, 58 Beacon street, Boston. 
It is the original sword of Bunker Hill. 
With this weapon in his hand Gen. Joseph 
Warren watched the. determined lines of 
opposing British charge up the slope on 
June 17, 1775. With this weapon he re- 
sisted their attack and flourishing it fell 
dead near the fiercely contested redoubt. 
Scarcely had he dropped it when an Eng- 
lish colonel, leading his men toward the 
American embankments, stopped long 
enough to pick up the weapon from the 
ground at Warren’s side. 

From the instant it slipped from War- 
ren’s stiffening fingers till the day, many 
years later, when it was presented to War- 


|ren’s descendant in Boston, the sword had 


an eventful history. 
Near Nantucket shoals, shortly after the 


| battle, the Boston schooner Priscilla was 
|sailing. Down upon it swooped the Brit- 


ish squadron, captured the ship and took 
the crew, under guard, to Halifax. Upon 
their release, one Cornelius Dunham, a 
seaman, found work in a Halifax store. 
One afternoon he was approached by 
an English serving man, who wanted to 
sell him a sword. The weapon and its 
trappings attracted Dunham. and _ he 
bought them at a moderate sum. ‘The ser- 


'vant remarked casually that this “was the 
_sword taken from Dr. Warren immediately 


after he fell at the Battle of Bunker Hill.” 
Dunham asked for corroboration. The 
man referred him to his master, a British 
officer, from whom he had received the 
weapon as a gift. 

As an almost sacred trophy the sword 
was treasured by Dunham and reverently 
Upon his return 
to his home on the Cape it was given the 
place of honor in the house. Once, when 
there was an alarm that the British were 
descending upon Fairhaven, Dunham 
snatched the sword from its hooks and 
rushed out to meet them. But they had 
retired before he appeared, so the blade 
missed a second baptism of blood. 

Years later, Dunham presented the 
weapon to Hon. William Davis of Ply- 
mouth, who gave it in turn to Dr. John C. 
Warren .of Boston, as the representative of 
the family of the illustrious general. Thus 
at last the short, begrimed blade that 
helped carve America’s destiny returned to 


the city it had defended and today it hangs 
peacefully almost within sight of the mem- 
orable battleground it helped to redeem. 
It seemed as though the weapon was des- 
tined to an unusual career, even before the 
great battle, for it enjoyed the distinction 
of being almost the only weapon smuggled 
out of Boston when that town was in a 
state of blockade. 
Opposite the sword hangs Trumbull’s 
painting of the battle. In the picture the 
sword lies unnoticed upon the ground be- 
side the fallen general, who is supported 
by faithful comrades. His features bear 
the same expression of firm courage notice- 
able in the Stuart portrait that is suspended 
beneath the real sword, a courage that not 
death itself could daunt.—Z xchange.

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Fire at East Boston. 


Boston, July 9.—Fanned by a brisk 
north wind, a fire, believed to have been 
caused by spontaneous combustion, swept 
nearly a quarter of a mile of the harbor 
front of East Boston, causing a property 
loss of $1,500,000. 

The fire was the most extensive and de- 
structive that has broken out along the 
harbor front for many years. In addition, 
the flames spread with almost unimaginable 
rapidity and by the time the first piece of 
fire fighting apparatus arrived on the scene 
the fire was beyond control and leaping 
from pier to pier. Within half an hour 
from the time the first burst of flame was 
discovered, four piers, three warehouses, a 
grain elevator, containing 30,000 bushels 
of grain, and many loaded freight cars had 
been destroyed. , 

Several vessels and lighters narrowly 
escaped destruction. The big Leyland line 
steamer, Devonian, about half loaded with 
a miscellaneous cargo for export, was 
moored at one of the piers which was de- 
stroyed. The discipline on the liner was 
so excellent, however, that the big craft 
was warped out into the stream without 
even having a square inch of paint blis- 
tered. 

Less fortunate were the British bark 
Belmont, of Yarmouth, N. S., and the 
schooners Paul Palmer, a five-masted craft, 
and the O. H. Brown, a four-master. 

So quickly did the flames work that it 
was impossible to slip the Belmont’s steel 
cables from the mooring posts on the 
wharf, and it was necessary to resort to the 
tedious process of cutting a half dozen or 
more of the great wire ropes. -By the time 
the Belmont was warped out into the 
stream the paint had been burned off her 
steel hull, her cabins had been practically 
destroyed, her lifeboats charred and ruined 
and her spars, sails and rigging so badly 
burned as to make a complete new equip- 
ment necessary 

The Palmer escaped with slight dam- 
age to her foretopsails and forerigging, 
while the rigging, sails and spars on the 
forward part of the Brown were badly 
charred. Several lighters were towed to 
places of safety before the flames could 
reach them. 

The burned area includes piers 1 and 2 
of the Grand Junction docks and the pier 
on which was the big grain elevator, all 
owned by the Boston & Albany Railroad 
company and used by the steamers of the 
Cunard line, and pier No. 6, owned by the 
Leyland line. This property extends to 
the wharf of the Massachusetts Coal Wharf 
Co., which latter piers adjoins the East 
Boston ferry slip of the Boston, Revere 
Beach and Lynn railroad, commonly 
known as the “narrow guage.” This prop- 
erty also extends from the harbor front 
back to Marginal street. The piers de- 
stroyed were each about 800 feet long and 
from 200 to 300 feet wide. Piers 1, 2 and 


6 were covered each by a large warehouse | 


extending over the entire length and 
breadth of the wharves. Between pier 2 
and pier 6 was the pier upon which the 
Grand Junction grain elevator stood. 


The fire originated in the warehouse of | 
In this | 


pier 1, Grand Junction docks. 
warehouse was stored an immense quantity 
of combustible material, including wool, 
Egyptian cotton, grease and oil. It is be- 
lieved that spontaneous combustion of a 
spark from a freight locomotive alongside 
the warehouse caused the fire. At the time 
the fire was discovered there were about 
100 laborers at work on the pier, and with 
all of them it was a race for life. Later 
it developed that Daniel Sullivan, aged 70, 
a watchman, was missing. It is believed 
that he perished in the flames. 

In each of the warehouses destroyed 
there were many cars loaded with freight 
for export. All of these cars and their con- 
tents were destroyed. 

Between pier 6 and the next pier to the 
eastward, that of the Massachusetts Coal 
Wharf company, a wide stretch of water 


intervened and it was here that the fire was | 


checked. Streams from the fireboats, har- 
bor tugs and practically the entire strength 
of the Boston and Chelsea fire departments 
were concentrated. ‘The coal wharf was in 
the direct path of the flames and several 
times the pier and the coal pockets were on 
fire, but each time the flames were extin- 
guished and the property saved. 
Fortunately the wind was blowing off 
shore and the flames did not work back 
from the water front. 
blown from almost any other quarter with 
the same intensity it is probable that East

befell the adjoining city of Chelsea last | 


April. 

On account of the proximity of the fire 
to its East Boston ferry slips the ferry- 
boats of the “narrow guage’ road sus- 
pended operations, completely, making it 
impossible for thousands of suburbanites 
living in Winthrop, Revere and Lynn to 
reach their homes, while thousands of 
others who had been enjoying a day’s out- 
ing at the beach resorts were unable to re- 
turn to the city— Salem Gazette.

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Peabody Academy of Science 


The Peabody Academy of Science, found- 
ed in 1867, purchased the property of the 
famous old East India Marine Society, 
whose museum was established in 1799 
by Salem shipmasters who had sailed be- 
yond Cape of Good Hope or Cape Horn. 
The stone building was dedicated with 
much ceremony in 1825, John Quincy 
Adams, then. president of the United 
States, making the address. ‘The museum 
has been greatly enlarged and improved. 


No admission fee has ever been charged, 
while more than 50,000 persons visit it 
annually. Its features are: A complete 
collection of the natural history of Essex 
County, Mass.; zoology and ethnology of 
the world, including large collections from 
India, China, Japan, Corea, etc., and por- 
traits of Salem merchants and ship masters, 
and models and pictures of famous old Sa- 
lem ships.

The funeral services of the late Mrs. 
Siras DartinG of Cambridge, whose death 
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Obituary. 


The sudden death, at Cliftomdale, Sun- 
day, June 7, of Rev. WILLIAM FERGUSON, 
from pneumonia, after a very brief illness, 
comes to us as a great shock. He was an 
Irishman by birth, born at Fullenamoil, 
County Cavan, Dec. 4, 1841. He was con- 
verted when a little over sixteen and 
promptly received into the Wesleyan 
Methodist Church. He was a teacher for 
eight years, four of them in the employ of 
the Wesleyan Hibernian Missionary Socie- 
ty. In 1873, he came to America, and 
two years after was licensed to preach at 
Marblehead. He joined the South Kansas 
Conference in 1879, was transferred the 
next year to the East Ohio Conference, 
and, after preaching for three years at 
Clarington, Ohio, was transferred to the 
New England Conference in 1883. His 
places of labor were Heath, Blandford, 
Wales, Ludlow, Feeding Hills, Hubbards- 
ton, Southwick, Enfield, Charlton City, 
Bay View, Townsend, Ashburnham, and 
Ballardvale. In all these places he did the 
faithful, earnest work of a devoted Meth- 
odist preacher, going cheerfully where he 
was sent, and doing his best for the Mas- 
ter. Not much of earthly recognition 
came to him, but he made many and warm 
friends, and has surely had a royal wel- 
come in the upper regions where many 
have gone who were by him helped into 
the kingdom. A year ago he took a super- 
annuated relation, and had settled down to 
spend the evening of his days at Clifton- 
dale, but the resting time on earth was 
short. 

He was twice married, the first time to 
Miss Henrietta Chisholm, April 2, 1879; 
the second time to Miss Annette Pike, of 
Chelsea, who, with a daughter of twelve, 
Elizabeth, survives him. They will have 
the sympathy of a wide circle. The funeral 
was on Tuesday at Cliftondale Methodist 
Episcopal church, in charge of the pastor, 
Rey. Donald Gerrish, assisted by several 
members of the Conference.—Zion’s Her- 
ald. 


Rev. Dr. JoHN Davies Picxxes, died 
at Lynn, June 11, after only a week’s ill- 
ness of gastritis, and the New England 
Conference loses one of its foremost mem- 
bers. He became connected with it in 
1879, shortly after graduation, and for 
nearly thirty years has held a high grade 
of appointments, few having been called 
so continuously to our best pulpits. He 
preached three years in Melrose—after an 
initial four years at Winthrop and Law- 
rence—and then five years at First Church, 
Lynn, four at Trinity, Worcester, five at 
Tremont Street, Boston, three at Westfield, 
three at St. John’s, South Boston, and had 
just entered on his second year at St. 
Paul’s, Lynn, when the messenger of the 
Master summoned him away. For a year 
and a half he was connected with the Mas- 
sachusetts Sunday School. Association as 


its educational secretary, having been pre- 
viously its president for a time, In the 
various fields where he labored he showed 
himself a workman needing not to be 
ashamed, and made a deep impression not 
only on the churches to which he minis- 
tered, but to the civic life around. He 
took special interest in all projects that 
looked toward the securement of the rights 
of the laborer, the elevation of the stand- 
ards of municipal government, the purifi- 
cation of politics, the extension of prohi- 
bition, and the uplifting of the lowly. His 
hand of help and heart of sympathy were 
never lacking when the need arose. He 
was a strong preacher and a faithful pas- 
tor. His sermons were well studied, his 
delivery was energetic, he held firmly to 
the old Gospel. His religious experience 
was of an unusually warm and thorough- 
going sort. He gave himself entirely to 
the Lord when comparatively young, and 
ever retained a keen interest in both the 
theory and practice of full salvation. 

His early Christian training was in 
Bromfield Street church at a time when 
Mother Munroe and some others of the 
saints of the pristine period were still ex- 
erting a hallowed influence on the young 
people who came forward. His natural 
birth was at St. Andrew’s, New Bruns- 
wick, Feb. 7, 1848. His father, Michael 
Pickles, was ordained by Richard Watson, 
his mother’s father by Bishop Asbury. Af- 
ter some years at schooling at the Academy 
in Sackville, N. B., he came to Boston with 
the intention of engaging in the mercantile 
business, and, obtaining a position in a 
Boston dry goods store, was a salesman for 
a couple of years. His spiritual birth was 
in Boston, Jan. 8, 1869, and he was re- 
ceived at once into the Bromfield Street 
church by Dr. L. T. Townsend, then pas- 
tor there. Feeling a call to preach, and 
having received a license, he betook him- 
self to Wilbraham for a season, then to the 
College of Liberal Arts and the School of 
Theology connected with Boston Uni- 
versity, taking his degree of S. T. B. in 
1877. In 1884 he received from the same 
institution the degree of Ph. D., and in 
1887 was chosen as one of the trustees, in 
the duties of which office he was active till 
his death, his last public appearance being 
on the platform of Tremont Temple at the 
Commencement, June 3. On returning 
home he became seriously ill, and in a few 
days came the end. 

He was twice married. The first time 
it was to Miss Lizzie Seavey, June 14, 1877 
and the second time to Miss Lucy Selee, 
Nov. 10, 1897. One daughter, Miss Helen, 
by the former marriage, and two daughters, 
Catherine and Marion by the latter, to- 
gether with the greatly bereaved wife, sur- 
vive, and will receive wide sympathy. He 
leaves two brothers in the ministry— Rev. 
Fletcher H. Pickles, of Lawrencetown, 
Nova Scotia, and Rev. F. M. Pickles of 
Trinity church, Cambridge.

Postmaster General Meyer announced 
Thursday, June 4, that an agreement had 
been reached with the British government, 
providing for a letter postage of two cents 
an ounce, between the United States and 
Great Britain and Ireland, to become op- 
erative, October 1, 1908. The matter of 
a “penny postage” as it is called in Eng- 
land, has been under consideration for 
some time, and as far back as last July, 
President Roosevelt approved Mr. Meyer’s 
course in urging a “restricted union with 
England.”—Newburyport Herald. 


The new law on assignment of wages 
makes wife’s consent necessary, also the em- 
ployer’s. This was made necessary because 
of unjust rates of interest charged to work- 
men on small loans, and also because of the 
increase in the wage assignment habit.

They are East Cam- 
bridge, Marblehead, Neponset, Union, 
Church St., Central, Worthen St., Winthrop, 
Boston St., Maple St., South St., Ipswich, 
Medford, Topsfield, Trinity, Cambridgeport, 
Walnut St., Winthrop St., Bromfield St., 
Dorchester St., St. Paul, Centenary, High- 
lands, Riverdale, Saugus, Rockport, Grove- 
land, North Andover, Gloucester. Several 
of these cities are occupied by other church 
homes of the district. 


Maplewood House, Sunnyside, erected in 
the early seventies, represents Malden. 

Malden Centre Church, near the corner 
of Sunnyside, was taken down a few years 
ago, those who came preferring to occupy 
cottages.

Gloucester. J On this map are represented St. Paul’s, St. Luke’s, Lynn Common, Boston St., 
and Trinity in the circle. J South St., Lynn, had been moved to the corner of Fletcher and 
Asbury Avenues. 
Today, Jesse Lee Hall, or the Old Lynn Common Church, is the sole representation of the 
Lynn Churches, and thither the residents of Lynn wend their way and find ample accommodations 
and a royal welcome.

A Giant in Eatent—Embracing both 
North and South Dakota, Montana, Idaho, 
Washington and Oregon, also Wyoming. 
North or South Dakota is as large as New 
England. Montana, the third largest state 
in the Union nearly equals New England, 
New York and Pennsylvania. An express 
train crossing it from east to west needs 
more than the daylight hours. Washing- 
ton dwarfs some eastern states, Oregon is 
about equal to Washington and Maine. Ida- 
ho would reach fromToronto to Raleigh, 


|N. C. New England and the Middle states 


are duplicated several times in these North- 
west states as a whole. 

A Giant in Possibilites—We have defined 
the western frontier to be considered by us, 
as the territory west of the 97th parallel. 
Physical features (arid plateau for most 
part) and climate in sharp contrast to the 
country eastward. 

Puget Sound is the only harbor north of 
Golden Gate equal to a world commerce 
(1600 miles of coast line) and the most 
marvellous inland waterway on our conti- 
nent. A ship Canal from Portland to Puget 
Sound is more than possible. Cities on and 
contiguous to this harbor promise to be 
among the greatest in the world. 

A Giant in Natural Resources.—Puget 
Sound touches one of the best agricultural 
regions in the world. The Spokane river 
with four hundred thousand horse power 
is thought to be the most accessible in the 
world. An Idaho stream is being harnessed 


|which may electrify five hundred locomo- 


tives able to draw one hundred and sixty 
miles of cars. Electricity demands not only 
water power but copper. At Butte, in Mon- 
tana are the greatest copper mines so far 
discovered. One hill a mile square furnishes 
about 4% of the world’s supply. 

A Giant in Its People—In the Puget 
Sound region we have the oldest Christian 
civilization in the United States, west of 
the Mississippi. Here Lee and Whitman 
brought the Gospel to the Indians and knew 
not that they answered a ery of Asia’s mil- 
lions. The Nez Perces Indians, who came 
to St. Louis for the white man’s Book were 
messengers from a Macedonian world. Then 
the answering missionaries who had jour- 
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neyed across parched plains that now are 
harvest fields, were prompted to an urgen- 
cy more than human in securing colonists 
and pressing upon the government a boun- 
dary line that would not leave out Puget 
Sound, they were God’s forerunners in one 
of the greatest movements of the race. 
These men wrought as truly as Bible char- 
acters of apostolic days. They planted and 
watered the north west civilization which 
is a golden link in a chain to bind two con- 
tinents about the feet of God. 
pose points to a continental movement east- 
ward. 

The Problems of the Northwest are Gi- 
gantic.—Instinctively we glance  ocean- 
ward. Our position at the door of Asia in 
the Philippines looms prophetic. The May- 
flower carried the American Republic;

of covenant; it carried law and life for the 
Orient and its islands of the sea. Our 
springs of destiny burst forth from the 
eternal purpose.

We have entered the 
gates of the old world. Our swelling orien- 
tal commerce must prove a highway for our 
Christ. The real missionaries who arrive

feel among us and then return again and 
in their mother tongue tell to the waiting 
children of the East, WHAT THEY SAW AND 
KNEW AND FELT. As heroically as Lee and 
Whitman pioneered and planted our first 
banner there, so truly do hundreds of con- 
secrated preachers on that frontier advance 
that standard and leaven that common- 
wealth with the spirit of Christ, the gospel 
of God’s fatherhood for the race and every 
man our brother. The witnessing of the 
church in our Judea and Samaria carries 
us to the ends of the earth, Foreign Missions 
and Home Missions are one. 

A Giant in Its Needs.—We glance first at 
what is secondary. In Washington, Oregon, 
Idaho, possibly 200,000 men for the greater 
part of the year are in lumber camps. The 
work continues Sundays; every day, during 
daylight hours. The men are responsive 
to many tactful missionary efforts. <A 
dozen camps, some separated by twenty 
miles, may constitute a two weeks’ circuit. 
The missionary travels on foot. When he 
knows his work the men are glad to see 
him. Everett T. Tomlinson said when he 
went back for a second meeting in the eve- 
ning he began to sing, and the waiting 
crowd shouted, “Three cheers for the Chap- 
lain.” and he didn’t believe even Roosevelt 
would have been cheered more loudly. Out 
of 171 societies of one denomination 125 
are in communities where there is no other 
Protestant church of the same _ tongue. 
Hardships have been borne and posts. have 
been maintained with grim determination 
and cheerful hope, and whenever there came 
a chance for a dash into new territory the 
response has been, no_ sullen protest 
that we have more than we can take care 
of, but a cheer and a rush that has put new 
life into our ranks. Never were calls for 
Christian help more numerous and urgent 
on the Pacific coast and never have our 
hands been so fettered, our resources so 
limited. We do not ask that Massachusetts 
should have less, but that the great West 
should have more. Invest in us. We will

cations and prospects and operating ex- 
penses, and there will not be the slightest 
question about astonishing returns.

Rev. Wilbur Chaffee spoke on the subject 
“The riches of Christ and those of the 
world.” His text being 2 Cor. VIII: 9. 

The girls’ meeting at 9 A. M. was under 
Miss Waterman. About fifty girls were 
present. The subject was “God’s jewels, or 
the perplexities that come to young Chris- 
tians.” 

At 8.30 a. M. meetings were held in sey- 
eral church houses. 

At 10.30 a. M. in Circle, the praise service 
opened the services, making sweet melody.

J. M. Leonard followed the preacher 
and spoke feelingly on the same theme. 
“There’s no power can crush you. The 
question is Am I willing to be faithful with 
the one talent? God help you to know that 
He’s watching over you and see to it that 
you do not spoil the work by your wilful- 
ness. God bless you and help you to live 
by the Word of God and not simply by the 
bread of this world. The one that stands 
noblest in the conditions around us, is the 
one who is most.successful. God says ‘I 
will fit you to live in the city of life,’ and 
he says ‘I want you to carry some heavy 
burden, and the burden of the day will only 
be what God sees you can bear. We are 
under the teaching of the great master and 
it is possible that you may be as triumph- 
ant as St. Paul.”

HisToORICAL ADDRESS. 

“The trumpet of Israel’s jubilee was the 
occasion for great rejoicing, for it pro- 
claimed liberty throughout all the land un- 
to all the inhabitants thereof. As God said, 
‘It shall be a jubilee unto you; and ye shall 
return every man into his possession and 
ye shall return every man unto his family.’ 
The Divine Spirit summons the sons and 
daughters of Asbury Grove to return every 
man and every woman to the family 
hearthstone. We gather around our camp- 
fire today and gaze into the glowing em- 
bers with great rejoicing, for this is our 
jubilee year; it shall be holy unto us.” 

“Monday, August 22, 1859, at 3 p. m., the 
first public service was held in the Grove. 


Thirty-five societies erected tents, and 
about 2000 persons were present. Abram 
D. Merrill preached on “The Nature of 


Physical Worship.” Delightful day; closed 
Saturday, August 7, with a love feast at 11 
o’clock a. m. About ten or fifteen thousand 
were thought to be present throughout the 
week. There were many conversions. The 
first camp meeting in New England was 
held at Wellfleet in August, 1819, resulting 
in a glorious revival. Camp meetings were 
held in that vicinity till 1825, when a fi- 
nal location was made at Eastham, where 
for more than twenty years were held fruit- 
ful services.” 

The following years were remarkable for 
spiritual outpourings. 

1860—A service inaugurated of especial 
interest for children.

1874-1877—Season of refreshing. 

1876—William Taylor, president. 
1878—Loranus Crowell, presiding elder. 
Association organized; 56 societies, 70 tents ; 
300 cottages. Thomas Harrison, evangelist, 
the “boy preacher” present. 
1879—1880—Fruitful seasons. 
1881—Sunday camp meetings submitted 
to the quarterly conferences, with the fol- 
lowing result; Not voting, 38; in favor, 70; 
against, 246. Very stormy season; small 
attendance; results very satisfactory. Sud- 
den death of President T. P. Richardson. 

1882—A year of marked interest. 

1883—A season of interest. Dr. and Mrs. 
Parker present. 

1884—Chapel erected. Many conversons. 

1885—High standard maintained. 

1886—Dr. J. H. Mansfield’s first camp 
meeting, wonderful results. Fifty working 
preachers present and 150 conversions. 

1887—About fifty conversions. Three days 
rain. 

1888—Season began August 13, with a 
connectional convention. 

1889—Thirtieth camp-meeting one of 
great power, more than 100 being converted. 
Memorial service held for President James 
P. Magee. 

1890—1900—Many conversions. Dr. Mans- 
field was followed by Dr. Knowles and 
Evangelist Sam Jones had charge of one 
service a day during Dr. Knowles’ pastorate. 
He is said to have died in 1908. 

1893—Fifteen years ago the Tabernacle 
was erected by David Hamilton of Salem. 


1900-1907—Presiding Elders Thorndike 
and Leonard have had charge. At the 49th 


camp meeting, 80 pastors were present. En- 
couraging reports from our young people, 
under Rey. Wilbur Chaffee and Miss Edith 
Waterman, a greater part of whom re- 
mained (rooted and grounded) in Christ. 

1908—Dr. J. M. Leonard closes his Dis- 
trict Superintendency.

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The Iilumination. 


Asbury Grove never presented a finer 
sight than August 29th, Saturday night, 
when about 400 cottagers illuminated their 
summer homes with thousands of lanterns. 
All the avenues were aglow and the dis- 
play throughout the summer colony 
eclipsed anything of the kind ever wit- 
nessed here. The cottages began to get 
their lanterns and decorations in readiness 
early in the afternoon and when evening 
came there were few who were not sur- 
prised at the large number who finally 
fell into line at the request of the cot- 
tagers’ committee. All the Salem people 
who own cottages here were well repre- 
sented in the grand illumination, and 
nothing was left undone by them to make 
the event one long to be remembered here. 

About 8000 people filled the Grove, 
coming here on electrics, autos and car- 
riages of all kinds, and it is said that the 
illumination and the throng combined to 
make a sight never before witnessed on 
the historic camp-ground. Everybody en- 
tered heartily into the spirit of the oc- 
casion, and there was a minimum of 
hoodlumism, this being quickly quelled by 
Officer McLaughlin and his able corps of 
assistants. The Salem building was hand- 
somely decorated, as was also the Beverly 
building. The prettiest showing was made 
at the Bethel. Other church buildings 
that were illuminated were Jesse Lee Hall, 
Tapleyville, Wakefield, Saratoga, Street, 
and the Washington street, Newburyport 
house. 

The big pile of railroad ties donated

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Flag Raisings. 


A flag purchased for the use of the Mel-| 
rose House on the campground by the con- 
tribution of friends was flung to the breeze 
on Saturday evening, August Ist. Miss 
Dorathy Higgins of Peabody presided at 
the piano and Miss Etta Johnson led in 
the grand “Star Spangled Banner” which 
she sang with most appropriate cadence, 
and also in “My Country ’Tis of Thee,” 
at the close of the address. 

Rev. George Whitaker, D. D., of Somer- 
ville, appropriately spoke of the beauty of 
the flag and the significance of its colors, 
stars and stripes.
